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^ ^ A funny  thing  happened  on  the  way  to  the  NASW  conference.  NASW  stands  for 
the  National  Association  of  Social  Workers.  In  brief,  IFGE  wanted  to  mount  an 
exhibit  at  the  1 994  NASW  conference,  but  there  wasn't  any  money  in  the  coffers. 

Jane  Ellen  Fairfax,  Chair  of  the  Tri-Ess  board  and  also  a member  of  the  IFGE  board, 
suggested  to  me  (I  was  an  I EG E board  member  at  the  time)  that  our  respective  organizations 
should  each  chip  in  an  amount  large  enough  to  put  up  a Community  display  at  NASW.  So, 
right  there  at  the  Be  All  in  Pittsburgh,  the  chairs  of  AEGIS,  Tri-Ess,  Outreach  Institute  and 
several  members  of  the  Renaissance  board  pledged  to  donate  money  to  lEGE  so  we  could 
have  a Transgender  Community  display  at  the  NASW  conference.  We  did  it  and  we're 
justifiaf)ly  proud  that  we  were  able  to  work  together. 

In  fact,  the  cooperation  was  so  satisfying  that  the  organizations  wanted  to  find  a way  to 
continue  working  together.  In  the  words  of  Jane  Ellen,  "This  is  how  we  should  work 
together  every  time."  Dallas  Denny,  Executive  Director  of  AEGIS,  and  Alison  Laing,  Chair 
of  Outreach  Institute,  both  prepared  resolutions  to  pledge  cooperation.  I wordsmithed 
these  two  resolutions  into  a single  resolution  that  any  organization  affirm. 

The  result  is  being  called  the  Transgender  Alliance  for  Community,  or  simply  The 
Alliance.  The  partners  in  the  Alliance  have  pledged  to  work  together  sharing  and 
exchanging  services,  information,  and  resources  for  community  projects  or  program^. 

Any  organization  can  participate  in  the  Alliance  by  simply  presenting  the  following 
Pledge  to  its  board  for  endorsement: 


“We,  the  (name  of  organization),  in  the  spirit  of  cooperation,  caring,  and  community,  pledge  to 
participate  in  the  sharing  and  exchange  of  services,  information  and  resources,  where  possible, 
with  other  transgender  organizations  in  order  to  develop  a greater  sense  of  true  community 
among  all  transgendered  people  of  the  world.”

To  date  (Dec  '94),  Renaissance,  AEGIS,  and  the  Outreach  Institute  have  taken  the 
Pledge.  Jane  Ellen  is  working  the  Tri-Ess  board  for  an  endorsement  and  may  well  have 
received  itbythe  time  you  readthis.  Phyllis  Frye,  Executive  Director  ofthe  LawConference 
(ICTLEP)  was  sent  a copy  of  the  resolution,  as  was  Linda  Buten,  Chair  of  lEGE.  The 
resolution  and  Pledge  were  published  on  the  front  page  of  the  December  '94  issue  of 
Renaissance  News  & Views. 

Th  is  Alliance  is  inclusive.  All  non-profit  and  not-for-profit  organizations  are  invited  to 
participate.  This  Alliance  is  committed  to  diversity  in  that  all  organizations,  regardless  of 
founding  philosophy,  are  welcomed.  Diversity  and  Inclusion  are  not  buzzwords  to  be  used 
as  exclusionary  measures.  We  need  to  create  unity,  not  uniformity.  In  my  humble  opinion, 
the  only  workable  "umbrella"  for  this  community  will  be  the  one  we  all  erect  together. 


Please,  if  you  represent  or  know  of  organizations  that  would  benefit  from  participation 
in  this  Alliance,  have  someone  contact  any  of  the  partners  mentioned  above  for  more 
information,  and  let  me  know  if  you  organization  takes  the  Pledge. 

Current  plans  call  for  a gathering  of  Alliance  partners  at  the  Be  All  in  Cincinnati  this  June. 
They'll  be  discussing  future  cooperative  projects  like  NASW  1995  and  AAMET  1995.

Ladylike:  Almost  without  fail,  these  interviews 
start  with  an  early  childhood  experience  with 
crossdressing.  So,  rather  than  ask  you  the  same 
tired  question  about  your  first  experience.  I'm  go- 
ing to  ask  you  to  think  back  to  your  early  experi- 
ences and  tell  us  if  you  believe  there  is  something 
genetically  different  about  crossdressers  than  so- 
called  "normal"  males. 

Lori  Larkin:  I honestly  believe  that  in  most  cases 
the  proclivity  toward  femininity  is  innate.  I certainly 
can't  remember  waking  up  one  day  and  making  a 
conscious  decision  to  start  crossdressing.  It  was 
something  I was  drawn  to  as  far  back  as  I can  re- 
member. Even  as  a child  I can  remember  secretly 
trying  on  my  older  sister's  clothing  and  how  good  it 
felt.  But  it  went  beyond  just  the  clothing.  Although  I 
did  all  the  things  little  boys  did,  I also  liked  playing 
with  my  sister  and  her  friends  whenever  they  would 
let  me.  All  through  school  it  seemed  like  my  really 
close  friends  were  girls,  I especially  liked  the  way 


they  loved  and  supported  each  other  and  the  ease 
with  which  they  expressed  their  feelings.  Even  now, 
when  I go  to  a party  or  some  sort  of  gathering  I in- 
variably end  up  spending  more  time  visiting  with 
the  women  than  the  men. 

LL:  Why  do  you  think  you  started  crossdressing 
after  age  30?  Did  you  feel  something  was  missing 
in  your  life? 

LL:  Like  many  others  I had  no  idea  there  was  such 
a thing  as  a gender  community.  I guess  you  could 
say  the  desire  was  there  but  the  opportunity  wasn't. 
Exposure  to  such  things  in  Wyoming  is  virtually 
nonexistent.  Except  for  occasionally  trying  on  my 
sister's  clothing  during  my  elementary  school  years, 
I never  really  started  to  dress  until  I was  over  thirty. 
However,  whenever  I came  across  anything  even  re- 
motely associated  to  the  subject  I would  always  pay 
close  attention.  Then  one  time  when  I was  in  Den- 
ver, I came  across  an  ad  in  the  business  personals  for 
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a little  boutique  that  catered  to  women,  female  im- 
personators, and  crossdressers  and  I knew  I had  to 
check  it  out.  After  driving  by  several  times  and 
watching  the  place  from  down  the  street,  I gathered 
up  all  my  courage  and  went  in.  I'm  sure  the  sales 
girl  sensed  I was  nervous  and  she  did  her  best  to 
make  me  feel  comfortable.  I ended  up  buying  some 
lingerie  and  taking  it  back  home  with  me.  Of  course, 
when  I tried  it  on,  it  felt  absolutely  wonderful,  both 
physically  and  emotionally.  After  that  I began  or- 
dering clothing  and  a wig  from  various  catalogs 


LL:  Your  next  step,  then,  was  to  go  out  in  public 
dressed.  What  kind  of  experience  was  that  for 
you? 

LL:  At  first  dressing  up  and  playing  around  with 
makeup  at  home  was  sufficient  but  after  awhile  it 
became  a case  of  all  dressed  up  and  no  where  to  go 
so  I made  the  decision  to  return  to  Denver  with  the 
intention  of  venturing  out  in  public  for  the  first  time. 
I got  a hotel  room  and  took  a lot  of  time  trying  to 
make  myself  presentable  and  in  the  poorly  lit  hotel 
room  I thought  I looked  pretty  passable.  I used  the 
self-timer  on  my  camera  to  take  some  pictures  of 
myself  before  venturing  out  the  door.  My  heart  was 


pounding  as  I mustered  up  all  my  courage  and 
headed  out  the  door.  I drove  to  a nearby  shopping 
area  and  went  into  a drug  store  and  purchased  a few 
items. 

On  my  way  out  a group  of  teenage  boys  started 
making  cat  calls  and  rude  comments  to  me.  I did  my 
best  not  to  panic  and  walked  quickly  to  my  car  and 
drove  away.  On  the  way  back  to  my  hotel  I tried  to 
figure  out  what  had  given  me  away.  When  I had  the 
pictures  developed  I got  the  answer.  In  the  poor  light 
of  the  hotel  room  my  makeup  appeared  to  look 
good,  but  I could  see  from  the  pictures  it  did  little  to 
cover  my  beard  and  was  not  applied  very  well  at  all. 
My  wig  looked  cheap  (which  it  was),  I had  no  hips, 
and  the  dress  I wore  was  too  big.  Looking  at  the  pic- 
tures, I obviously  looked  like  a guy  in  a dress.  Con- 
vinced that  I was  never  going  to  be  passable,  I con- 
fined my  dressing  to  inside  the  house  or  hotel  rooms 
for  the  next  eight  years. 


LL:  What  was  the  turning  point  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Lori?  You  certainly  look  very,  very  pass- 
able now. 

LL:  Several  years  later  I learned  of  a woman  in 
Denver  that  catered  to  crossdressers  so  I made  an 
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appointment  and  went  to  see  her.  She  took  one  look 
at  me  and  said  with  my  small  size  and  facial  fea- 
tures I could  make  a very  attractive  woman  if  I 
would  be  willing  to  commit  the  time  and  resources 
to  do  it.  I had  my  doubts  but  told  her  I would  do 
whatever  was  necessary. 

First  she  took  me  shopping  and  helped  me  find 
clothes  that  fit  and  looked  good  on  me.  She  encour- 
aged me  to  buy  styles  that  made  me  look  younger 
and  flattered  my  figure.  Next  came  new  breastforms 
and  "hip  enhancement"  to  help  give  me  a better  fe- 
male shape.  Then  she  arranged  for  me  to  go  to  a wig 
shop  for  a new  wig  and  to  have  it  styled  to  fit  my 
face.  Now  that  I had  all  the  necessary  equipment 
she  informed  me  it  was  time  for  our  first  outing,  we 
were  to  go  out  to  dinner  as  girlfriends.  Needless  to 
say  I was  scared  to  death  but  very  excited  at  the 
same  time.  When  the  big  day  finally  arrived  I gath- 
ered up  all  my  things  and  went  to  a beauty  shop 
where  I was  to  be  the  last  appointment  for  the  day  to 
have  my  makeup  professionally  done  and  to  change 
into  one  of  my  new  outfits.  The  makeup  person  was 
an  absolute  artist  and  took  over  an  hour  getting  my 
makeup  perfect.  Once  the  makeup  was  done,  I went 
into  the  restroom  and  changed  my  clothes  before 


coming  back  out  to  put  my  new  wig  on.  My  back 
was  to  the  mirror  as  she  put  my  wig  on  and  gave  it  a 
few  final  little  touches.  I will  never  forget  the  mo- 
ment when  I turned  around  and  saw  the  results,  I 
was  absolutely  speechless,  I couldn't  believe  the 
woman  looking  back  was  really  me.  When  my  con- 
sultant friend  came  to  pick  me  up  (in  a limo  no  less) 
even  she  was  amazed  at  how  well  it  had  all  come 
together.  That  first  outing  was  more  like  a fairy  tale 
come  true  and  will  always  be  a special  memory.  Af- 
ter that  we  worked  on  mannerisms,  posture,  deport- 
ment and  such.  My  consultant  was  always  very  hon- 
est with  me,  sometimes  painfully  so,  but  I came  a 
long  way  in  a short  amount  of  time,  so  much  of  it 
seemed  to  come  so  natural  for  me.  She  knew  what 
she  was  doing  as  six  months  later  I was  dressed  in  a 
cute  business  outfit  and  on  an  airplane  headed  for 
the  Texas  "T"  Party.  That  was  almost  five  years  ago 
and  now  I go  anywhere  and  do  most  anything  I 
want  as  Lori. 

LL;  Okay,  you've  had  a taste  of  what  is  was  like 
to  be  about  as  a woman.  There  can't  be  much  or- 
ganized activity  in  Wyoming.  What  do  you  do 
when  Lori  needs  to  get  out? 
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away  from  home.  How  do  you  stay  in  touch  with 
what's  happening? 

LL:  Between  outings  I have  found  another  way  to 
meet  and  get  to  know  T-  sisters  and  T-  admirers  from 
all  over  the  world.  The  gender  forums  and  message 
boards  on  the  computer  networks  [CompuServe, 
America  On-line,  GEnie,  the  Intemet-Ed.].  One  of 
my  CD  friends  in  Denver  got  me  started  and  I love  it. 
1 correspond  with  friends  in  just  about  every  part  of 
the  country.  You  can  ask  questions,  participate  in 
discussions  (either  individually  or  in  a group),  post 
or  respond  to  messages,  and  even  share  pictures. 

If  Tm  planning  a trip  somewhere  all  I have  to  do 
is  post  a message  to  that  effect  and  chances  are  I will 
make  contact  with  several  others  before  1 ever  leave 
home.  It's  also  a great  way  to  learn  of  safe  places  to 
go  and  things  to  do  en  femme.  1 have  a made  a lot  of 
new  friends  on  the  networks  and  it  helps  me  to  stay 
involved  between  outings. 

LL:  You  mentioned  that  you  feel  you  ate  "gen- 
der blessed."  What  exactly  do  you  mean  by  that. 
Some  people  think  being  a crossdresser  is  a curse. 

LL:  Crossdressing  has  opened  my  eyes  in  so  many 
ways.  1 do  my  best  to  achieve  a balance  of  the  more 


LL:  1 love  living  in  Wyoming  and  the  quality  of 
life  it  provides,  but  it's  not  exactly  the  crossdressing 
capitol  of  the  world.  I'm  sure  many  other  small  town 
girls  can  relate  to  the  lack  of  support  and  opportu- 
nity when  it  comes  to  gender  outings.  So,  in  order  to 
indulge  in  my  proclivity  for  the  feminine,  1 usually 
drive  to  Denver  where  1 try  to  spend  three  to  four 
days  at  a time  completely  en  femme.  It's  about  a 
four  and  a half  hour  drive  which  is  not  really  that 
far.  There  are  two  support  organizations  there,  the 
Gender  Identity  Center  and  the  Delta  Chapter  of  Tri- 
Ess.  By  becoming  involved  with  them  I have  made 
several  friends  that  I can  spend  time  with  as  Lori.  In 
addition  to  driving  to  Denver,  I also  try  to  attend  a 
convention  or  two  every  year.  For  those  readers  that 
have  never  attended  any  of  the  large  gender  events  I 
would  strongly  encourage  it.  I remember  when  I at- 
tended my  first  "T"  party  that  I was  overwhelmed 
with  how  caring  and  loving  everyone  was.  It  didn't 
matter  if  you  pass  or  how  feminine  you  sound,  ev- 
eryone accepts  you  as  you  are.  I always  learn  more 
about  myself  and  a few  new  tricks,  but  the  best  part 
is  the  friends  I have  made  from  across  the  country. 

LL:  Okay,  but  you  can  only  spend  so  many  days 
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positive  traits  of  both  genders.  I am  much  more  un- 
derstanding and  accepting  of  a whole  range  of 
things  than  I used  to  be.  I have  found  that  I really 
like  relating  to  people  much  more  on  an  emotional 
and  feelings  level  rather  than  wholly  on  a logical 
and  intellectual  one.  1 honestly  believe  that  1 am  a 
much  better  person  being  gender  blessed. 

LL:  Given  your  size  and  features,  it  must  be  a 
real  temptation  to  go  "full-time."  Does  that 
thought  ever  cross  your  mind? 

LL:  Yes,  it  does,  I'm  sure  most  of  us  have  toyed 
with  that  particular  fantasy  at  one  time  or  another. 
Although  I take  my  crossdressing  seriously  and  do 
the  best  I can  to  project  as  feminine  an  image  as 
possible  I have  other  responsibilities  that  keep  my 
high  heels  on  the  ground,  so  to  speak.  The  most  im- 
portant of  which  is  my  young  son;  he  is  paramount 
to  me.  Children  have  enough  to  deal  these  days  with 
just  trying  to  grow  up. 

LL:  Where  does  Lori  go  from  here? 

LL:  For  the  most  part  1 am  pretty  content  with 
where  I am  as  Lori.  I have  no  real  desire  to  become  a 
full  time  woman.  To  me  crossdressing  is  an  enor- 


mous amount  of  fun.  I love  creating  different  looks 
and  the  illusion  of  being  female  along  with  all  the 
related  feminine  feelings.  A lot  of  girls  that  live  full 
time  tell  me  that  after  a period  of  time  it  becomes 
somewhat  routine  and  they  actually  get  tired  of  put- 
ting on  makeup,  wearing  tight  fitting  lingerie,  high 
heels,  etc.  I am  always  looking  forward  to  my  next 
outing,  whatever  it  might  be.  Given  the  opportunity 
I would  probably  spend  more  time  as  Lori  but  I al- 
ways want  it  to  be  special.  At  the  same  time  1 have  a 
lot  of  male  friends  and  activities  that  I have  no  de- 
sire to  give  up.  1 look  at  it  as  the  best  of  both  worlds.

Sounds  to  me 
like  there  are  a couple  of  things  working  subcon- 
sciously here.  First,  you  may  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  any  woman  would  accept  a crossdresser  as  a 
partner.

As  for  makeup  on  the  breast  area,  darken  the  IBG 
(inter-boobial  groove)  to  make  it  seem  deeper  and 
paint  two  arcs  of  highlight  across  the  tops  of  the 
mounds  you  create  with  the  bra  and/or  tape  to 
make  the  breasts  seem  more  full.  Start  the  arc  near 
the  IBG  and  sweep  upward  toward  the  arms.  The 
paint  can  make  more  difference  than  the  bra.  See 
the  photo  below.  The  bra  is  a simple  underwire. 


Dear  JoAnn, 

How  do  I gain  enough  confidence  to  dress  and  go  out 
in  public  without  this  terrible  fear  of  being  read?

Dear  Liana, 

Stuck  between  the  proverbial  rock  and  a hard 
place  are  we?  First,  you  have  to  get  over  the  idea  of 
passing.  CDs  put  far  too  much  emphasis  on  "pass- 
ing." What  you'd  really  like  is  to  go  out  in  public 
without  a hassle,  right?  So,  take  the  pressure  off 
yourself  about  passing.  If  you  aren't  worried  about 
passing,  you'll  enjoy  your  outings  much  more. 

Now,  the  best  thing  to  do  is  get  yourself  to  one  of 
the  many  CD  events  held  around  the  country.  The 
Texas  "T"  is  held  in  your  backyard,  or  go  to  the  Be 
All  (Cincinnati,  Ohio  in  '95),  or  Southern  Comfort 
(Atlanta,  Ga.),  etc.  This  will  give  you  the  opportu- 
nity to  get  out  in  public  but  in  a "safe"  way.  You 
won't  have  to  worry  about  passing  because  no  one 
will.  (Roberts'  Rule:  The  probability  of  being  "read" 
goes  up  by  the  cube  of  the  number  of  crossdressers  in 
a group.)  The  more  people  in  the  group,  the  easier 
you're  all  "read."  Thus,  there's  no  pressure  to  "pass." 
Many  times  these  events  will  take  you  on  an  outside 
trip  that  puts  you  in  contact  with  the  general  public. 
It's  all  a matter  of  getting  used  to  being  out  in  pub- 
lic. Being  with  other  crossdressers  and  going  out  in 
groups  may  help  you  to  develop  the  confidence  level 
you  need  to  get  out  by  yourself.  Of  course,  your  femi- 
nine image  needs  to  be  polished. 

My  friend  Alison  Laing  and  I play  a game  when 
we  go  out.  If  we  get  home  without  being  read,  we  tell 
ourselves  that  all  the  people  we  met  or  passed  on  the 
street  "pretended  not  to  notice."  That  way  we  don't 
fall  into  the  trap  of  thinking  we  "passed"  and  then 
go  out  and  do  something  stupid.  Good  luck  and  I 
hope  you  find  the  confidence  you  need.

Three  questions.  (1)  How  do  you  decide  which  organi- 
zations get  listed  under  Resources?

Dear  Kellie, 

Three  Answers.  (1)  Any  organization  can  get 
listed  in  the  Resources  Section  of  the  magazine.  If  it 
is  a support  group,  send  a copy  of  a newsletter.  If  it  is 
a business,  send  a copy  of  your  catalog  or  descrip- 
tion of  services.  This  service  is  free,  but  I can't  list  re- 
sources of  which  I am  not  aware. 

(2)  I am  5-foot,  6-inches  tall,  weigh  approx.  170#, 
my  measurements  are  40-31-40  (unpadded),  I wear 
a size  14  dress  and  size  10  shoe.

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(3)  Ladylike  is  produced  on  a quarterly  schedule. 
Each  issue  is  ready  to  go  to  press  three  months  prior 
to  its  actual  issue  date.  Other  factors  come  into  play, 
however,  and  1 am  never  100  per  cent  certain  when 
the  magazine  will  hit  the  newsstand.  For  example, 
the  earthquake  last  January  disrupted  printing  op- 
erations at  our  printer  and  the  magazine  was  over  a 
month  late.  We  were  lucky  we  didn't  lose  it 
altogther.  Also,  dating  a magazine  limits  its  shelf- 
life.  Some  retailers  will  not  keep  a "dated"  magazine 
on  their  shelves  very  long.  So  we  use  numbers  in- 
stead of  dates.  But,  every  issue  is  brand  new  until 
you've  read  it.

Dear  Marsha, 

Developing  a realistic  feminine  voice  is  a difficult 
task  and  one  that  cannot  be  adequately  covered  in 
the  scope  of  this  column.  1 will  tell  you  that  pitch  is 
only  part  of  the  key  and  you  don't  have  to  shift  pitch 
all  that  much.  1 recommend  Alison  Laing's  book 
Speaking  As  A Woman  ($10)  or  the  video  of  the  same 
title  ($30).  Both  are  available  from  various  vendors 
and  directly  from  CDS. 

No  one  can  promise  you  a "female"  voice  since 
you  weren't  born  a female,  but  with  parctice,  prac- 
tice, practice,  you  can  have  a very  passable  femi- 
nine voice. 

As  for  your  smile,  if  it  makes  you  feel  any  better,  1 
have  trouble  in  that  department  too.  When  asked  to 
smile  for  a camera,  1 try  to  think  of  something  hu- 
morous or  very  pleasant  that  will  bring  a natural 
smile  to  my  face.  1 don't  know  any  "smile"  exercises, 
but  maybe  some  of  our  readers  do  and  they'll  tell  us. 

Marsha  also  sent  along  this  tip:  If  you  can't 
shave  the  hair  on  your  arms  and  legs,  try  this. 
Lighten  the  hair  with  Clairol's  "A  Touch  Of  Sun." 
Spray  it  on  and  dry  it  off  with  a hair  drier.  It  lightens 
the  hair  enough  so  that  with  hose  and  long  sleeves, 
no  one  ever  notices.  Thanks  Marsha. 

Dear  JoAnn 

Could  you  enlighten  me  concerning  the  use  of  female 
oral  contraceptives  as  a means  of  obtaining  hormones.  I 
consulted  a Physician's  Desk  Reference  and  it  seems  that 


all  the  contra-indications  could  apply  to  CDs/TVs/TSs  as 
well  as  to  genetic  females.

Dear  Rebecca, 

Oral  contraceptives  will  probably  not  do  much  for 
you  in  terms  of  breast  development  or  retarding  hair 
growth.  Oral  contraceptives  these  days  contain  very 
low  doses  of  estrogens  and  some  progestins.  The  es- 
trogen dose  is  kept  low  to  prevent  breast  cancer  and 
the  progestins  are  included  to  insure  that  the  lining 
of  the  uterus  is  shed  during  menses.  The  progestins 
do  absolutely  nothing  for  a M-t-F  TV  or  TS  except 
make  them  cranky  every  28  days  and  the  estrogens 
can  cause  serious  heart  and  kidney  problems. 

If  you  want  to  take  hormones,  go  see  a doctor,  get 
a thorough  check  up  with  a full  battery  of  blood  tests 
and  get  a prescription  written  just  for  you.  Then 
have  your  blood  levels  monitored  every  3 months  for 
at  least  18  months  so  the  doctor  can  adjust  your 
dose  level.  For  more  information  about  hormones 
and  how  they  do  what  they  do,  get  a copy  of  The 
Straight  Dope  on  Hormones  from  us  at  CDS,  video  - 
$US30.00,  or  the  printed  monograph  - $US4.00.

Dear  JoAnn  and  LadyLike  Readers: 

I'll  tell  you  a little  about  myself.  I am  75 
years  old  this  past  november.  I spebt  3 years,  7 
months  in  the  Army,  mostly  in  North  Africa 
and  Italy  during  World  War  II.  I have  5 sisters 
still  living.  I have  crossdressed  since  I was  about 
10  years  old.  My  sisters  know  of  my  desire  to 
dress  and  I wore  their  clothes  whenever  I could 


when  I was  younger,  and  I got  caught  several 
times.  I belong  to  two  groups  in  the  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  area,  and  I participate  in  events  like 
Fantasia  Fair  and  the  Texas  "T"  Party. 

One  of  my  happiest  moments  in  my  life  was 
having  a makeover  by  Jim  Bridges  at  Fantasia 
Fair.  I was  afraid,  sorta,  and  asked  him  if  he 
\i  could  help  me.  Nonchalnatly  he  said,  'T  can 
I make  you  beautiful."  and  he  did.  I couldn't  be- 
lieve the  results.  I felt  like  I was  the  happiest  girl 
there. 

I guess  I'm  vain  asking  to  be  in  your  maga- 
zine, but  this  crossdressing,  as  I've  gotten  older, 
has  become  somewhat  of  an  obsession;  not  the 
reverse  as  some  would  think. 

Nancy  goes  way  back  to  when  her  mother 
cressed  her  in  frilly  dresses  and  let  her  hair  grow 
in  long  curls.  Would  you  believe  this  was  in  the 
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R.  to  1.:  Nancy,  Irene,  Cassandra,  & friend 

early  '20s?  Of  course,  back  then,  many  boys 
were  dressed  similarly,  but  not  quite  as  femi- 
ninely. Until  I was  6 years  old,  I never  wore  boys 
clothes.  I even  had  a 5th  birthday  party  in  a 
dress  and  a big  bow  in  my  hair.  I cannot  re- 
member any  of  the  6-8  children  present  who 
ever  said  anything  or  wondered  about  it. 

Later,  my  hair  was  cut  (and  boy  did  she  fight 
that),  but  I finally  got  over  it  and  was  intro- 
duced to  knickers,  socks,  and  a bow  tie  on  my 
shirts. 

Nancy  grew  into  being  a boy,  strangely  shy  of 
girls  at  school,  but  admiring  them  in  his  heart 
probably  more  than  other  boys. 

1 did  participate  in  boy's  sports  and  played 
with  things  like  electric  trains,  marbles  and 
even  softball. 

Soon,  my  mother  had  more  children,  all  girls. 
Five  of  them.  No  brothers!  I got  to  admiring 
their  clothes  and  became  obsessed  with  wear- 


ing them  about  the  time  1 was  in  Junior  High. 
I'd  try  them  on  at  every  opportunity  when  they 
were  not  home. 


There  were  occasions  1 was  found  out,  pant- 
ies not  picked  up,  left  under  a blanket,  or  some- 
where. But  only  once  was  1 truly  embarrassed. 
Mother  caught  me  crossdressed  and  made  me 
come  downstairs,  fully-dressed,  and  sit  in  a 
chair  until  everyone  in  our  family  had  seen  me. 


Isn't  that  what  1 really  wanted?  To  be  seen. 
But  shy  me  cried  and  cried  until  mother  told  me 
to  go  change  and  never  do  that  again. 


When  Christine  Jorgensen's  story  came  out  in 
the  papers  [in  the  1950s],  I was  so  excited.  My 
heart  was  pounding  and  1 wanted  to  be  just  like 
her.  For  me,  she  was  the  first  person  1 ever  heard 
of  who  had  dressed  like  a girl.  From  then  on 
there  was  no  stopping  me.

Later  on  in  my  life  I found  a support  group, 
the  Washington-Baltimore  Alliance,  WBA. 
Strangely  enough,  I found  out  about  WBA  in  a 
local  newspaper.  I contacted  Roberta  Lewis,  the 
founder  and  coordinator  of  WBA,  and  I was  on 
my  way. 


Throughout  the  years  I have  acquired  a com- 
plete wardrobe  and  my  wife  has  finally  become 
more  accepting  of  my  needs.

There  was  a time  when  I thought  I was  the 
Original  Crossdresser.

Doc  doesn't  like  that  word.  Doc  is  a heterosexual 
crossdresser,  and  he'll  proudly  say  that  to  anyone.

Now  I hate  to  judge  anyone — for  who  am  I to  talk? — 
but  I don't  really  approve  of  what  Doc  does.  Men  should 
be  men,  and  women  should  be  women,  and  I don't  under- 
stand why  he  would  want  to  get  dressed  up  like  he  does. 
I know  what  I am.  I'm  a woman:  dresses.  I know  what  Doc 
is.  He'saman:  pants.  I have  no  desire  to  wear  a suit  and  tie. 
What  makes  him  want  to  wear  skirts? 

Don't  get  me  wrong.  This  is  America.  I believe  that  Doc 
has  the  right  to  dress  any  old  way  he  pleases,  and  it's  his 
business  and  no  one  else's  (even  if  I don't  understand  it). 
He  doesn't  hurt  anyone.  His  wife  is  supportive,  or  at  least 
pretends  to  be,  and  his  kids  don't  seem  to  mind,  and  they're 
no  more  screwed  up  than  anyone  else's  kids,  and  less  than 
most.  He's  a good  husband,  and  a good  father,  and  a good

Why  don't  they 
pay  attention  to  the  part  of  me  that  they  see  instead  of  the 
part  of  me  that  they've  never  seen  and  will  never  see  and 
may  not  be  in  existence  that  much  longer  anyhow?  My 
Problem,  I mean. 

I feel  like  barraging  Doc  with  questions.  "Doc,  why  do 
people  give  me  such  a hard  time?  Why  does  Pa  hit  me? 
Why  does  my  Ma  yell  at  me?  My  name  is  Laura.  Why  does 
everyone  call  me  Leroy?  Why  does  Miss  MacKenzie  call 
me  Mr.  Sykes?  Why  does  Johnny  Ray  stalk  me  and  Mary 
June  when  we  go  smooching?  Why  does  Justis 
MacElhenny  like  to  watch?  Why  do  I keep  having  to  drive 
further  and  further  down  the  interstate  in  search  of  Jobs?" 

My  session  has  been  rescheduled  because  Doc  is  going 
to  be  out  of  town  at  a transvestite — excuse  me,  cross- 
dresser— meeting.  It's  the  first  time  I have  been  in  his  office 
so  late,  and  at  eight  o'clock,  the  beeper  on  my  watch  goes 
off  to  remind  me  that  it  is  time  to  take  a pill.  I remove  the 
vial  from  my  pocketbook  and  shake  a magic  purple  candy- 
coated  marvel  onto  my  palm,  like  I always  do.

I wou  Id  I ike  to  have  answers  to  those  questions,  but  Doc 
just  closes  the  yellow  legal  pad,  meaning  that  my  fifty- 
minute  hour  is  over.  He  begins  making  tiny  "Your  time  is 
up"  movements,  and  we  stand  up  and  he  walks  me  to  the 
door.  As  he  does,  his  eyes  cut  to  my  pocketbook  and  his 
hands  are  shaking  and  I realize  something:  he  would  like 
to  take  estrogens  himself.
